Hong  Kong  TV  to  get  dose  of  Lincoln's  legacy 


Crew  in  city  to  film  segment 
for  documentary  on  Illinois

To  much  of  the  outside  world,  the  history  of 
Illinois  can  be  summed  up  with  two  names:  Abra- 
ham Lincoln  and  Al  Capone. 

But  later  this  year,  roughly  2  million  Hong  Kong 
television  viewers  will  find  that  Capone's  legacy  Is 
pretty  much  gone  from  the  state  —  while  Lincoln's 
is  alive  and  well. 

"People  In  Hong  Kong  know  a  lot  about  Lincoln." 
said  Kinsln  Kwok,  director  of  a  film  crew  that  spent 
Monday  collecting  images  from  the  Old  State  Capi- 
tol, Lincoln's  Home  and  the  Lincoln  Tomb  for  an 
upcoming  documentary  about  Illinois.  "This  Is  a 
very  Interesting  place,  and  interesting  history." 

Springfield  was  just  one  stop  on  the  crew's  12-day 
.  tour  of  Illinois,  which  began  in  Chicago  last  week. 

"All  that  people  (in  Hong  Kong)  know  about 
Chicago  Is  Al  Capone,"  Kinsin  said.  "But  it  was 
better  than  we  thought." 

The  Illinois  documentary,  expected  to  run  In 
four  30-minute  parts  In  September  on  ATV  (Asia 


Television),  will  include  about  15  minutes  of 
Springfield  sights,  with  narration  focusing  on  the 
city's  Lincoln-related  history.  The  crew  already 
has  several  days'  worth  of  Chicago  footage  and  also 
will  show  Starved  Rock,  Galena  and  downstate 
sights. 

"It's  like  a  travelogue  from  Chicago  and  Spring- 
field" and  other  areas  in  Illinois,  said  narrator 
Lora  Lu,  who  stood  by  in  the  Old  Capitol  Monday  as 
the  three-man  crew  took  shots  of  the  secretary  of 
state's  office,  the  Supreme  Court  room  and  other 
sections  of  the  historic  building. 

"(Hong  Kong)  viewers  know  a  lot  about  Lin- 
coln," she  added.  "They  know  he  fought  for  black 
people." 

For  years,  "Travel  With  Us"  has  taken  its  Hong 
Kong  viewers  to  regions  all  over  the  world.  Al- 
though the  documentaries  often  focus  on  current 
culture  in  those  places,  Kinsin  said,  the  Springfield 
segment  will  be  steeped  in  historic  information, 
especially  about  Lincoln. 

"They  study  Lincoln  In  their  world  history"  in 
Hong  Kong,  Kinsin  said.  "His  Ideas  influence  the 
modern  Chinese  thinking." 

The  main  portion  of  the  Illinois  segment  will 
focus  on  Chicago,  which  still  is  living  down  its  gang- 
ster image  In  other  parts  of  the  world.  Even  Kinsin, 
who  has  visited  about  50  countries  in  the  last  five 


years  for  the  documentary  series,  was  surprised  at 
how  little  of  the  Chicago  myth  still  is  real. 

"(Hong  Kong  viewers)  are  influenced  by  drama 
series  and  the  movies"  about  Chicago  gangsters,  he 
said.  "(But)  the  city  is  quite  clean.  It's  very  roman- 
tic." 

Unlike  modern  Chicago,  he  said,  modern  Spring- 
field pretty  much  lived  up  to  its  image:  "It's  smaller 
than  I  thought,  but  it  is  a  very  typical  city  in  the 
United  States." 

Kinsin  said  the  documentary  initially  will  be 
broadcast  for  Hong  Kong  audiences,  but  might 
eventually  be  dubbed  In  English  and  made  avail- 
able to  American  viewers. 

The  Illinois  Bureau  of  Tourism  and  the  Spring- 
field Convention  and  Visitors'  Bureau  arranged 
Monday's  shoot.  - 

Despite  Springfield's  modest  size,  visitors'  bu- 
reau director  Marygael  Cullen  said  foreign  film 
crews  aren't  unusual  here.  Last  fall,  for  example, 
journalists  from  both  Japan  and  Germany  were  in 
town  as  part  of  the  endless  pursuit  of  Lincoln. 

"This  is  something  that  happens  fairly  regularly 
in  Springfield.  What  they  want  to  see  are  the  places 
where  Lincoln  lived  and  worked,"  Cullen  said.  "I 
think  the  internationals  sometimes  expect  it  to  be 
more  than  it  is  . . .  (or)  they  might  be  expecting  a 
log  cabin."
